Chemical Use In 
Weed Killing Is 
Told In Circular

Two circulars have recently 
been revised and issued by the 
University of California entitled 
"General Contact Weed Killers," 
circular No. 133.

According to C. V. Castle, farm 
advisor, the circular on general 
contact weed killers covers the 
use of materials that destroy all 
kinds of vegetation, both weeds 
and cultivated plants. The ma­ 
terials are useful, therefore, to 
control unwanted growth along 
highways, rlghts-of-way, fence 
linos, and around farm industrial 
buildings. Directions are given 
for chemicals, oils, and combina­ 
tions of oils and chemicals.
